T albott and Linthicum, sta rt­ 
ed a filibuster in the House W ednes­ 
day against the Lincoln Memorial bill, 
which provides for the erection of a 
Greek tem ple in Potomac Park to the 
m emory of the m artyred president.The 
M arylanders favor the construction of 
a memorial highway from W ashing­ 
ton, through Maryland, to G ettysburg. 
The com m ittee had the call of bills 
in the House Wednesday. At 4 o’clock 
the L ibrary Committee, which 
has 
favorably reported out the Lincoln 
Memorial bill favoring the Greek tem ­ 
ple project was reached. 
Mr. T albott 
jum ped to his feet and moved th a t 
the House adjourn. 
He was voted 
down. 
Mr. Linthicum then asked for 
roll call. 
Some confusion resulted, 
and this was overruled, not enough 
m embers joining in the movement. 
Chairm an Slayden, of Texas, of the 
Library Committee, was recognized 
and he reported a bill to incorporate 
the Am erican Academy of A rts and 
le tte rs. 
Mr. B artlett, of Georgia, 
caught the Speaker’s eye and was r e ­ 


c o g n i z e d for an hour. 
Mr. B artlett 
was opposed to the bill under consid­ 
eration, and this brought more con­ 
fusion and loss of time. 
The object of these dilatory tactics 
was to consumo time to p reven t Ch nr- 
man Slayden from calling up th* Lin 
coin Memorial bill during the a fte r­ 
noon. 
In this the filibusters were suc­ 
cessful 
Mr. T albott said that the bill cannot 
now come up until next W ednesday, 
when the supporters of the memorial 
highway will be on the floor in larger 
num bers than they were Wednesday. 
Had consideration of the bib boon ob­ 
tained W ednesday it would have pas­ 
sed the House, as many of its oppon­ 
ents were not ait the Capitol during 
the evening. 
In a statem ent Senator William P. 
Jackson announced that if the House 
advocates of the Lincoln boulevard 
succeed in referring the m atter back 
to the Senate he would e x e c every 
influence he could to have the Senate 
authorize the construction ot the road 
Before Senator Jackson became a 
member of the upper hod} the Sen­ 
ate passed the f ill authorizing the ex­ 
penditure of the $2,000,1)00 Lincoln 
memorial fund for a Grecian tem ple 
in W ashington. 
Since then numerous 
congressmen have urged the House to 
apply the money on a highway to G et­ 
tysburg. 
“ I can think of no project”, sh d 
Senator Jackson, ‘‘th at would be o w e 
useful and give pleasure to more per­ 
sons than that for a Lincoln highway 
between W ashington and G ettysburg 
I fail to see the reason why Congress 
should be inclined for a minute to 
bury this patriotic appropriation in a 
pile of marble. 
‘If the House will hold up the pro 
position to build the mem orial temple 
and send the bill back to the Senate, 
shall urge the use of th e money 
upon a boulevard with all the force I 
have.”

Boston, Jan. IS.— Following the bold- i 
est daylight hold up in the history of 
Boston, when one man, armed with a 
revolver, stood up persons in the Bos 
ton it Albany railroad c ity ticket office, 
In tile heart of W ashington street, the ( 
lone bandit was captured after a short 
chase. 
From a diary found on his person, I 
the poli e declare they have cleared 
up the series of railroad office hold­ 
ups perpetrated in New York, Philadel­ 
phia, Buffalo, Pittsburgh and 
other 
large c'ities recently. 
The man in custody gives the nam e 
of William J. Clayton and an entry in 
his diary indicates that he cam e from 
Thorne, N evada 
His age is twenty- 
two years, and he stands six teet three 
inches in his stocking feet and weighs j 
175 pounds. 
Clayton entered the city ticket office1 
of the Boston & Albany road at a tim e I 
when W ashington street was crowded * 
with thousands of business men aud 
shoppers, hastening homeward. 
The 
office is located in the busiest section 
of the city. T h ere were eight persons 
in the office at the time, including C. 
E. Connolly, city passenger agent tor 
the road, and George Titcomb, city 
passenger agent for Die Canadian Pa 
ctflc railroad, who was making a busi­ 
ness call. 
T here was nothing in the appearance 
of Clayton to arouse suspicion of the 
persons behind th e long counter which 
runs lengthw ise of tile office. Clayton 
approached the counter uear the cash­ 
ier's desk as if about to transact some 
business 
As he reached the rail he whipped 
out a revolver, moved it threateningly 
at the startled 
group and shouted: 
“ H ands u p ! ” Sixteen hands, including 
those of pretty F rances Peeley, the 
railroad office stenographer, shot into 
the air sim ultaneously. 
T hen the bandit, at the point of his 
weapon, herded the officials and the 
clerks at the rear of the office, driving 
the cashier out of his cage also. Clay 
ton. with one hand holding the revol 
ver 
covering the trem bling 
group, 
grasped the counter top and threw one 
leg up over with the evident intention 
of looting the c ash draw er in the cash­ 
ier's cage. 
I 
But Connolly, the agent, had edged 
n ear to a rear door that the robber 
had overlooked. 
As Clayton begau to 
climb over, Connolly ducked and dodg­ 
ed outside too quickly for Clayton to 
shoot. 
Miss P eeley risked her life to 
follow. 
The bandit hesitated and then cried 
with an oath “ You’ve got me n o w " ’ 
He scram bled down and rushed for the 
door Into W ashington street, thrusting 
his pistol into his pocket as he ran 
When 
the 
bandit read ied a barber 
shop located in a new spaper row base* 
mein he dodged in there, quickly dof­ 
fed his hat and seated him self in a 
chair. W hen the pursuers, now Joined 
by a deiail of police, entered, Clayton 
was being lathered for a shave 
Clayton was hurried to police head­ 
quarters, w here a search brought to 
light, besides two revolvers, a large 
sum of money and a diary which the 
police look upon ss of highest value 
in this were entries showing that Clay­ 
ton on Dec. 23 last held up and robbed 
the Grand Trunk ticket office in Bul 
falo. getting $325, and that on Jan. 7 
he held up the Erie office in New York, 
getting $390. T w o entries referred to 
hold ups in Pennsylvania, one on Jan.

State and Cities to Provide Monthly 


Payments to Needy Mothers to Sup­ 


port Children In Their Own Homes. 


Philadelphia, Jan. 16.— S tate Senator 
John O. Sheatz will introduce a bill 
into Die leg slature on Monday, pro , 
vidittK monthly paym ents to indigent.| 
widowed or abandoned m others for tho 
partial support of their children in 
their own homes. 
The m easure is made applicable to 
cities of the first, second and third 
class throughout Pennsylvania. It pro 
poses a sta te appropriation for tho 
m aintenance of such children, the cit­ 
ies benefiting to contribute an am ount 
equal to th e allotm ent by th e state. 
Mr. Sheafz's bill is a novel m others' 
pension act, which suggests the repeal 
of all laws or parts of legislation in 
consistent with its provisions. It would 
override the act of May 31, 1907, over 
which a controversy arose in the Juve­ 
nile court 
when the question 
was 
argued w hether the present law could 
be so construed as to allow the county 
to pay for the support of three indl 
gent children at their hom e instead o. 
m aking them public dependents in an 
institution. 
Judge Kinsey expressed 
the opinion that such a practice would 
he diversion of public funds for pri 
vate purposes, but he reserved decision 
in th e < ase. 
S enator Sh oat z has sent a copy of 
his bill to Judge Kinsey and will pre­ 
sent it to the legislature w hether ot 
not the judge rules that the present 
act could be m ade applicable to pen 
stuns for mothers. 
Toe new bill provides th a t the gov 
ernor shall appoint no fewer th an five 
nor more than seven women residents 
of the cities of the first, second and 
third class, to act as tru stees to ta rry 
into effect the stipulations of th e act. 
To make possible the innovation, the 
hill proposes an appropriation of $100, 
OOO by the state. $30,OOO of 
which 
would be available for Philadelphia 
the bill providing that first ( lass cities 
shall receive this amount. Philadelphia 
is the only first class city in th e state- 
$30,000 would 
he distributed among 
s©< end class cities and $40,000 anion*. 
third class cities by the auditor gen 
eral and sta te treasurer, according to 
the respective populations in the cen 
sits of 1910. 
The paym ents for the m aintenance 
of 
sin ti 
indigent children at God* 
home* would be made direct to then 
m others by the state trea su rer on war 
ran ts draw n by the auditor general 
The allotm ents for the support of each 
child and o ther provisions are referred 
to as follows in the bill: 
“The tru stees shall in no case re­ 
commend paym ent to any widow oi 
Abandoned m other until they are thor 
oug ily satisfied that th© recipient ii* 
worthy in every way, and th a t in or 
der to keep her children in her own 
borne a m onthly paym ent Is necessary, 
but then only ujsin satisfactory reports 
from a teat her of the distric t school 
stating th a t the child or children oi 
the recipient of this fund are attend 
lug school; provided they are of prop 
er age and physically ahi© to do so 
The com bined total m axim um payment 
shall not exceed $12 per m onth for one 
c hild. $20 per month for tw o children, 
$26 per m onth for three children, and 
$5 per m outh for each additional child 
These paym ents to continue s t the 
will of the trustees, but not beyond 
the tim e that the law will perm it a 
c hild to sec ure em ploym ent.”
